Mr.  W.  A.  Bickcnbrode,  College  busi- 
boss  manager,  returned  to  his  work  this 
week  after  a  three  months  vacation  in 
the  western  states  and  in  Hawaii.  Irfr, 
■and  Mrs.  liickenbrodo  loft  Decomb^r 
22  and  returned  March  15. 

The  business  manager  finds  many 
interesting' listeners  these  dayS  to  dc* 
-counts  of  liis  travels  to  the  lands  Where 
Mr.  Dole  raises  pineapples,  and  Whore, 
•according  to  “Lefty”  Davis,  the  girls 
wear  grass  skirts. 

The  Eickonbrodes  ’  first  stop  was  the 
Grand  Canyon  in  Aris^ona.  From  there 
they  went  to  LoS  Angeles  whore  they 
sailed  for  Honolulu.  This  city  is  on  the 
island  of  Oahu,  the  most  important  of 
the  Hawaiian  group.  After  a  seven  day 
voyage,  the  boat  landed  to  the  tunes 
of  playing  bands. 

Hawaii  is  an  ideal  place  for  vaca¬ 
tioners,  s.ays.  Mr.  Bickenbrodo.  There  is 
a  pleasant,  equitable  climate  in  pleas¬ 
ant  surroundings.  For  amusement,  vis- 
itora  play  golf,  go  bathing,  and  go  sight¬ 
seeing. 

Among  the  interesting  things  one 
sees  on  these  sight-seeing  tours  are  the 
schools.  In  the  way  of  higher  educa¬ 
tion  there  are  the  University  of  Hawaii, 
a  territorial  normal  school,  and  several 
private  schools.  All  instructors  in  the 
University  are  white,  ^hile  many  of 
those  in  the  grade  sohooia  are  native. 
The  English  language  is  speken  and 
taught  in  the  public  schoels,  but  sev¬ 
eral  nationalities  maintain  schools  in 
which  their  own  language  is  used.  All 
classes  and  nationalities  attend  the 
same  schools. 

The  Hawaiian  language  is  very  sim¬ 
ple,  having  an  alph.abct  of  only  four¬ 
teen  or  fifteen  letters.  The  words  are 
composed  of  short  syllables  which  the 
natives  so  run  together  as  to  make  a 
very  beautiful  spoken  l.-inguago. 

Blanche  Anderson  and  Lewis  Worth, 
graduates  of  the  College,  are  teaching 
in  the  islands.  One  of  the  to.aohors  is 
a  graduate  of  Kirksvillo.  Before  being 
allowed  to  teach  on  the  island  of  Oahu, 
teachers  must  first  teach  on  another 
island  of  the  group. 

The  principal  crops  to  bo  seen  are 
sugar  cane,  pineapple,  rie'e,  taro,  and 
'bananas.  Most  of  these  require  irriga¬ 
tion.  Sugar  cane,  bananas,  and  pine¬ 
apples  each  require  eighteen  months  f or 
a  crop  to  mature.  As  soon  as  one  crop 
is  harvested,  another  is  planted,,  and 
one  may  see  fields  in  all  st.agos  of 
growth.
